EXPLANATION

This bill provides for several changes relating to programs
under the ?urview of the lowa department of public health.

The bill provides for the addition of varicella
(chickenpox) to the list of required childhood immunizations,
and adds advanced registered nurse practitioners and physician
assistants as health professionals authorized to sign
immunization medical waivers.

The bill modifies exemption provisions relating to
activities constitutin% the practice of nursing, to make clear
that the performance of nursing services by students who are
licensed as registered nurses or practical or vocational
nurses in any United States jurisdiction will not fall within
ghe gxemption and will be subject to the jurisdiction of the

oard.

The bill provides that licensee review committees
established for the purpose of evaluating and monitoring
licensees who self=report, or are referred by the board for,
an impairment relating to alcohol or drug abuse, dependency,
or addiction, or any mental or physical disorder or
disability.
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
